Robert E. Howard -oriented activities currently planned includei a panel discussion on pas- 
tiches of Howard characters, a question and amswer session with some of the people who were 
contemporaries of Howard's, a special reading of "The Phoenix on the Sword" by Guest of Honor 
Fritz Leiber . a reading by L. SpraCTe de Camp of portions of his Howard biography currently in 
prei)aration, a showing of the television adaptation of "Pigeons From Hell," and a display of 
rare Howard memorabilia from the collection of Glenn Lord .

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ROBERT E. HOWARD NEWS 

Glenn Lord, literary executor of the Robert E, Howard estate, reports that Zebra Books will no 
longer be publishing Robert E. Howard titles and pastiches of Howard creations. "I have bought 
back the contracts on all of the titles that Zebra published and/or had under contract," he 
notes, "and these titles will go either to Ace or to Berkley. Naturally, Zebra will continue 
to sell off stock on hand." From reports that Glenn has received, it appears that some of the 
Zebra titles are nearly out-of-print. 

The titles now slated for publication by Ace Books arei WORMS OF THE EARTH, TIGERS OF THE SEA, 
THE SOWERS OF THE THUNDER, PIGEONS FROM HELL (not including "The Gods of Bal-Sagoth"), THE IRON 
MAN, THE INCREDIBLE ADVENTURES OF DENNIS DORGAN, THREE-BLADED DOOM and A GENT FROM BEAR CREEK. 

In addition, Ace will have the following Howard titles that did not appear from Zebrai THE 
PRIDE OF BEAR CREEK, a third "Bear Creek" collection, and two new collections. The first is 
THE GODS OF BAL-SAGOTH, containingi the title story, "Casonetto's Last Song," "King of the 
Forgotten People," "Usurp the Night," "The Curse of the Golden Skull," "The Shadow of the Beast, 
"Nekht Semerkeht," "Restless Waters" and "The Isle of the Eons," A second Howard collection 
has yet to be determined. 

Ace will also publish the following Howard-related titlesi SWORD OF THE GAEL, THE UNDYING WI¬ 
ZARD, THE MISTS OF DOOM, THE SIGN OF THE MOONBOW, THE TOWER OF DEATH and a sixth Cormac mac Art 
novel, all by Andrew J. Offutt . According to Offutt . TOWER OF DEATH was written in collabora¬ 
tion with Keith Taylor ; the working title for their sixth volume is THE BLACK OWL. Ace will 
also have LEGION FROM THE SHADOWS and QUEEN OF THE NIGHT, two Bran Mak Mom novels by Karl 
Edward Wagner , as well as FOR THE WITCH OF THE MISTS by Richard L. Tiernev and David C. Smith , 
another Bran Mak Mom novel. Finally, Richard L. Tiernev and David C. Smith will be writing 
six new Red Sonja novels for Ace, with Roy Thomas as editorial consultant. 

Publication dates on the Ace titles are uncertain at the moment. The bulk of them will proba¬ 
bly appear in 1979, although some of the new titles could appear in 1978, according to Glenn. 

At this writing, the only Howard-related Zebra title that has not been picked up for reprint¬ 
ing is David C. Smith ’s Black Vulmea novel, THE WITCH OF THE INDIES. 

The following Robert E. Howard titles will be published by Berkleyi VULTURES OF WHAPETON, 

SWORD WOMAN, BLACK VUIMEA’S VENGEANCE, THE LOST VALLEY OF ISKANDER, THE BOOK OF ROBERT E. HOW¬ 
ARD and THE SECOND BOOK OF ROBERT E. HOWARD. Berkley is also planning a 1979 Robert E. Howard 
calendar, due out later this year, illustrated by Ken Kelly. 

Bantam Books will be publishing the King Kull stories in one volume and the Solomon Kane tales 
in two volumes, in addition to WOLFSHEAD, which Glenn notes may be retitled THE BLACK STONE. 

In addition. Bantam will have four new Robert E. Howard collections. A MAN-EATING JEOPARD will 
contain the followingi "Knife-River Prodigal," the title story, "A Gent from Pecos," "The 
Diablos Trail," "Gents on the Lynch," "The Riot at Bucksnort," "The Curly Wolf of Sawtooth," 
"Eightoes Makes A Play," "John Ringold" (verse), "The Dead Remember," "The Ballad of Buckshot 
Roberts" (verse), "The Man on the Grovind," "The Lost San Saba Mine" (verse) and "Old Garfield’s 
Heart." HAWKS OF OUTREMER will contain* the title story, "The Blood of Belshazzar," "The 
Slave Princess" (completed by Richard L. Tierney), "Red Blades of Black Cathay" and "Spears of 
Clontarf." THE ROAD OF AZRAEL will contain* the title story, "Hawks Over Egypt," "The Track 
of Bohemund," "The Way of the Sword" (originally "The Road of the Eagles") and "Gates of Empire. 


The fourth Bantam collection is THE ROBERT E. HOWARD READER, designed as an introductory volume 
for readers new to Howard, with an introduction by Gahan Wilson . The contents will include 11 
stories, an article, 10 poems and 3 letters. The stories are* "Queen of the Black Coast," 
"Skulls in the Stars," "Worms of the Earth," "The Mirrors of Tuzun Thune," "The Black Stone," 
"Gods of the North," "The Cairn on the Headland," "The Lion of Tiberias," "Sailor Costigan and 
the Swami," "Dig Me No Grave" and "No Cowherders Wanted." Poetry included is* "The Singer in 
the Mist," "Red Thunder," "The Grim Land," "Adventure," "Up, John KaneI" "A Dying Pirate Speaks 
of Treasure," "Always Comes Evening," "Oh Babylon, Lost Babylon," "Buccaneer Treasure" and 
"Flight." The article is "The Beast from the Abyss" and the letters are to Harold Preece, Clark 
Ashton Smith and H. P. Lovecraft. 

Prior to the appearance of these Bantam editions, Don Grant will publish two volumes in cloth* 
HAWKS OF OUTREMER (featuring the first three stories listed above in that collection) and THE 
ROAD OF AZRAEL. 

Glenn also reports that Fax Collector's Editions will not be publishing THE HOWARD COLLECTOR 
ANTHOLOGY. The contract for the book specified a time limit and it has expired. However, this 
may become the second Howard collection for Ace, noted above. In addition, Glenn notes, "I am 
currently trying to place a biography of Howard with a major paperback firm, said biography by 
Harold Preece . the only true professional writer who knew Howard personally and for any length 
of time." 

As reported last issue, Andrew J. Offutt is writing new Conan material for Ace and L. Sprague 
de Camp (with Lin Carter and Bjorn Nyberg ) is working on new Conan material for Bantam. Al- 
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though I have yet to hear details from Karl Edward Wagner , it appears that he also will be wri¬ 
ting new Conan novels. Next issue, I may have yet another (although shorter) report on Robert 
E. Howard -related activities. I am currently awaiting confirmation of information from a number 
of sources. My thanks to Glenn Lord for making this report possible. 

Trade Publishers 

In late April, Atheneum published THE HILLS OF FARAWAYi A GUIDE TO FANTASY by Diana Waggoner . 
Although designed primarily for students, librarians and generally people new to fantasy, the 
volume is of considerable interest to the collector, as well. The book is a milestone in at 
least two respects. Previous studies of the fantasy genre have been confined to the limited 
edition press, while this volume is a trade release that may very well receive wide distribu¬ 
tion in libraries. In addition, its predecessors have usually dealt with one or, at most, 
only a few subgenres of fantasy; Waggoner’s treatment in this book covers virtually all types 
of fantasy (with considerable emphasis on juvenile fantasy) from roughly the mid 1800's to date. 

The heart of Waggoner 's book is a 175-page heavily annotated bibliography of nearly 1,000 major 
fantasy works by more than 300 authors. It is not a complete bibliography and the author 
carefully disclaims any attempt at presenting an encyclopedic history of fantasy. Although 
it is the most comprehensive fantasy bibliography published to date, it has its fair share of 
errors and more than a few serious omissions. As only one example! the author lists Leslie 
Barringer’s GERFALCON, but omits the remaining two volumes in the Neustrian cycle without so 
much as even a brief reference to the fact that it is a trilogy. Nevertheless, the bibliography 
is of value from at least two points of view. For the average reader, faced with a bewildering 
variety of fantasy titles from which to choose, this bibliography will undoubtedly be of assis¬ 
tance in selecting those authors and titles of greatest potential interest. In addition, it 
can serve as a springboard for "discovering" additional works not listed. For example, the 
reader led to Barringer’s GERFALCON as a result of the bibliography will undoubtedly later 
discover JORIS OF THE ROCK and SHY LEOPARDESS. Even the seasoned collector is likely to find 
a niimber of authors and titles with which he or she was previously unfamiliar. 

In addition to the bibliography, Waggoner provides a lengthy dissertation on the theory of 
fantasy, establishing parameters for distinguishing it from other genres. She also provides 
information on the various subgenres of fantasy, which she classifies asi mythopoeic fantasy, 
heroic fantasy and adventure fantasy, ironic fantasy, comic fantasy, nostalgic fantasy and sen¬ 
timental fantasy, and horrific fantasy. Four appendices include! a brief timeline of fantasy 
that is unfortunately too brief; an even briefer list of fantasy award winners, with the World 
Fantasy Awards curiously omitted; a 24-page section on fantasy illustration reproducing a nirni- 
ber of good examples, but of generally recent vintage; and a lengthy compilation of authors 
and titles grouped according to fairly arbitrary but perfectly valid and descriptive headings. 
This last appendix is the most useful of the four and should be of considerable help to the 
beginner in compiling a personal reading list. Following the appendices is a list of sources 
which forms a reasonably good bibliography of critical works. 

THE HILLS OF FARAWAY is a hefty book, weighing in at 326 pages and measuring 6^ by 9i inches. 

The price is also a little hefty at $l6.95. The volume is fully indexed according to author, 
editor, translator, illustrator, title and terminology, making it readily accessible as a ref¬ 
erence tool. As noted earlier, this volume was not designed for the serious, experienced 
collector and some members of that community may be disappointed if they expect it to be a 
bibliographic panacea. For the uninitiated and for the casiial reader, this is the most com¬ 
prehensive guide available and it is to be hoped that its publication will encourage additional 
reference works on the genre. 

Listed under "Books for Children" from Atheneum, but of interest to adults as well, is LAND OF 
HEROES by Ursula Synge , a retelling of the Kalevala, Finland's national epic originally told in 
song. "In this lyrical prose retelling, Ursula Svnee sets forth the adventures of the three 
great heroes who were rivals for the hand of the lovely Maiden of Pohja." The heroes are not 
warriors, but magicians, who are required to perform impossible tasks by the Maiden's mother, 
Misstress Louhi, sorceress of the bitter north. The book is recommended for ages 10 and up 
and is priced at $6.95. Atheneum Publishers, 122 East 42nd St., New York, NY 10017. 

Monarch Notes has published THE MAJOR WORKS OF H. P. LOVECRAFT, A CRITICAL COMMENTARY by John 
Taylor Gatto as part of its study guide series. The 110-page softcover booklet includes a 
biography of Lovecraft . four essays about his work, textiial analyses of ten of his stories, 
essay questions and answers, a listing of subjects for further study and an annotated biblio¬ 
graphy of works by and about Lovecraft .

This will 
be an Ayon original, priced at $4.95 in a trade paperback edition and should be available in 
October. Avon has also annoianced a 1979 WATERSHIP DOWN CALENDAR, illustrated by Eric Tenney , 
available in August and priced at $4.95.

The newest release in the Pinnacle Books reprint series of Harold Lamb historical biographies 
is OMAR KHAYYAM, which should be out about the time this appears. 

Manor Books is publishing a series of five novels around a Conan-like hero named Dannus, who 
is killed in an automobile accident and wakes up on a primitive world. The first volume, re¬ 
leased in May, is THE PRISONER OF REGLATHIUM. Slated for June is THE CONQUERORS OF REGLATHIUM, 
to be followed by THE CAVES OF REGLATHIUM, THE DARK STRAITS OF REGLATHIUM and THE SLAVES OF 
REGLATHIUM. The author of the series is Mike Sirota . Science fiction releases for July from 
Manor include: THE COROBITE MINES by Peter Roberts , an intergalactic war novel, and REVOLT ON

Slated for August publication from Warner Books is NIGHTWINDS, a collection of Kane stories by 
Karl Edward Wagner with a cover illustrated by Frank Frazetta . Also due out in August is a re¬ 
print of SIX-GUN PLANET by John Jakes . Scheduled for September release is THE SILENT FLUTE by 
Robert Weverka . a mystical martial arts adventure taking place "outside the boundaries of time.' 
Other September releases include reprints of THE ASYLUM WORLD bv John Jakes and UNDERSTANDING 
TOLKIEN AND THE LORD OF THE RINGS by William Ready . 

Pocket Books releases out in June include; GODSFIRE by Cynthia Felice , a novel about a race 
of cat people on a primitive planet coming out of an ice age; BEYOND CONTROL by George 
Leonard . a chiller about medical discoveries; SKY CREATURES; LIVING UFOS by Trevor James 
Constable , allegedly non-fiction for saucer freaks only; and DOCTOR STRANGE by Stan Lee , a 
color reprinting of the first l8 stories from the Marvel comic book. 


WORK IN PROGRESS 

As noted above in the paperback section, Warner Books will be publishing Karl Edward Wagner 's 
NIGHT WINDS in August; I have seen the Frazetta cover in b&w and it is a beauty! I don't have 
a list of the contents, but I think this one includes "Lynortis Reprise," "Sing A Last Song of 
Valdese," "Raven's Eyrie," "Undertow" and possibly "Two Suns Setting." Currently, Karl is 
working on a 150,000 word Kane novel, IN THE WAKE OF THE NIGHT, which will be published by War¬ 
ner. Warner also plans to re-issue DEATH ANGEL'S SHADOW with a new Frazetta cover. K.arl has 
also sold QUEEN OF THE NIGHT, his second Bran Mak Morn volume, to Ace Books. 

Turning now to Karl Edward Wagner the publisher, he reports that his next Carcosa volume is 
LONELY VIGILS, by Manly Wade Wellman . This will be a complete collection of Wellman 's John 
Thunstone and Judge Pursuivant stories, originally published in WEIRD TAiES in the '30s and 
'40s. The volme will be illustrated by George Evans . Following that will be DEATH STALKS THE 
NIGHT by Hugh B. Cave , illustrated by Lee Brown Cove . "This will be a companion volume to 
MURGUNSTRUMM," Karl notes, "featuring weird-menace yarns more than supernatural horror." No 
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prices or publication dates have been set yet on these. The Leigh Brackett collection at one 
time planned by Carcosa is now uncertain due to her recent death. 

Harlan Ellison reports that STRANGE WINE, a collection of 15 previously uncollected stories, 
will be published by Harper & Row in early July. LAST DANGEROUS VISIONS is planned for early 
1979 from the same publisher and will appear in three volumes. It will include 112 new stories 

by 101 authors and will run just under 643,000 words. Included is just about every major 

living author one can imaginei Harlan began reading me a list of names over the phone, but I 
ran out of paper.
